HAM RADIO OPERATORS IN GRENADA..... 


Joe William Miller, K4MM of Fairfax, 
Virginia, about 20 miles from Washington, 
D.C., was on the air with his 20 year old 
radio equipment when United States armed 
forces invaded Grenada late last year and 
this was only two days after a terrorist 
wheeled a truck loaded with explosives 
into a Marine barracks in Beirut, Lebanon 
killing 256. | 

The 64 year old Miller and a few other 
hams were the only links to Americans 
waiting to be rescued at the St. George's 
Medical School in Grenada. 

For about 40 hours, student Mark 
Barettella, KA2ORK kept abreast of the 
invasion with information from Miller and 
the State Department which used Miller's 
radio to evaluate the very precarious 
situation and follow the progress of the 
evacuation. The student often talked 
with Miller while operating from under a 
table as American.troops attacked the 
Grehadian insurgents with tremendous 
firepower including missiles launched 
from helicopters. 

The Federal Communications Commission 
designated frequencies outside the 
normal range for about 10 ham operators 
including Miller who is one of the State 
Department's "favorites", as he has one 
of the most powerful radio transmitters 
on the East Coast. 

Miller kept relaying messages to the 
State Department while one ham operator 
in Miami served as a control center for 
anxious parents of medical students and 
allayed their concern with relayed mess- 
ages to the temporary inhabitants of the 
tiny island "paradise" in the Caribbean.

The "Towering Dilemna" 
of Clayton 


Bob St. Germaine, VE2AQS/6, had been 
on assignment for his employer in Peru 
for five years. He moved back to the U. 
S., and is headquartered now in San 
Ramon. 

He has long been active on HF, both in 
North and South America. His activities 
have included handling traffic for 
missionaries working in Central and 
South America, and major participation 
in disaster relief communications during 
the Guatemalan earthquake of February, 
1976. As well as english, he speaks 
fluent spanish and has left behind many 
friends in Latin America. 

When he began to look for a home to buy 
he knew that he wanted a place where there 
were no regulations on the erection of 
antennas sufficient for him to maintain 
his. contacts in Latin America. He 
looked around the are in San Ramon close 
to his place of employment, but 
development there is dense and antennas 
prohibited. He finally found a small 
development inClayton, on two acre lots, 
with no restrictions in the CC&R's. He 
checked with the city government of 
Clayton, and found that antennas and 
towers didn't even require a building 
permit. In July, 1983, he purchased a 
home their, and moved in. 

Plans were made for the erection of an 
eighty foot tower sufficient to carry a 
shortened 40 meter beam and a Tribander. 
The base and guy anchors were poured. 
Before the tower was actually put up, the 
Clayton planning department sent around 


a staff person, who looked over the base 
structure and the placement of the tower 
on the lot, not only raised no objection, 
but complemented Bob on placing the tower 
away from the house and slightly down 
slope so it was not so visible from the 
street. 


One of his next door neighbors, a 
former navy operator, took delivery of 
the tower in his absence, and has 
expressed interest in getting an amateur 
license. The tower was actually put up 
over the weekend of February 4th. No 
mention whatsoever concerning the tower 
has ever been made directly to Bob by any 
of his neighbors. 

On February 18, a reporter from the 
Contra Costa Times showed up at Bob's 
house to get the story of the complaints 
about Clayton's Towering Dilemna. It 
appeared in the Wednesday times, 
complete witha front page color picture. 
During this time, the City Manager of 
Clayton reviewed the matter and referred 
it to the Planning Commission, ". . . 
feel[ing] that the tower erected at 
(Bob's) may constitute a violation of the 
City's nuisance ordinance, ..." The 
matter was introduced as new business at 
the Planning Commission's February 28 
meeting, and it was determined, on a 3 to 
1 vote, that a public hearing should be 
held to make findings whether the tower 
is, indeed, a nuisance. 

The Planning Commission meeting was 
attended by Joe Campbell, KD6DY, Art 
Mayoff, VE2AQV/6, the Carrier Editor, 
Doug Smith, WA6GON, three or four other 
amateurs whose names and calls 1! didn't 
write down, and Bob and myself. Except 
for us, all of these people came of their 
own accord. It was gratifying to have 
the interest, and, | think, valuable in 
showing the Planning Conmission that 
this was not just one person with a 
special interest trying to impose on his 
neighbors. 

Discussions are ongoing about the 
best way to present our case to the 
Planning Commission to see to it that Bob 
continues to enjoy the right to keep the 
tower and to enjoy his property as he 
intended. Bob's situation is perhaps 
the best test case ! have seen, both 
because the City had no prior regulation, 
and because Bob's intent in selecting the 
house he bought was very clear, and the 
location was valuable to him precisely 
because there were no restrictions. 

It seems clear that one of the 
consequences of this incident will be 
tower ordinances in conmunities where 
they do not yet exist. J hope that the 
club will take an active role in helping 
cities to draft ordinances which we can 
live with, as was done in Walnut Creek. 
You should find out what the rules are in 
your city, and how you can go about 
helping to keep them reasonable.

ANOTHER HAM SPACE MISSION PLANNED.... 


While all this is a little premature, 
another "ham-in-space" operation appears to 
be in the planning stage. Astronaut Anthony 
W. ("Tony") England, WBORE, is planning to 
take a hand-held amateur radio transceiver 
with him on his upcoming Spacelab Mission 
tentatively scheduled for March 1985. It 
will probably be the same one that Owen Gar- 
riott took during STS-9. The Spring '85 
mission is dubbed "51S" as NASA no longer 
uses the "STS" nomenclature. 

Dr. Tony England recently got together 
with Astronaut Owen Garriott, W5LFL, and 
they jointly decided that any amateur opera- 
tion aboard 51S should be "experiment orient- 
ed." They have asked the ARRL and AMSAT 
(Amateur Satellite Corporation) to propose 
some VHF radio experiments that Tony could 
participate in while in space. 

Readers of this newsletter are also 
invited to submit experiments that might be 
accomplished during the Spacelab mission. 
Both Tony and Owen will evaluate the experi- 
ments and will work with the ham on the pro- 
posed experiment. 

The upcoming Spacelab mission will be a 
little different than the previous Garriott/ 
WOLFL operation in that the astronauts will 
conduct their experiments from the crew com- 
partment rather than the Spacelab module 
which fits in the cargo bay. 

If you have any ideas for VHF exper- 
iment - particularly one that you can part- 
icipate in yourself - send them to: Johnson 
Space Center Amateur Radio Club; ATTN: 

Dick Fenner W5AVI; Houston, Texas 77058. 
(No street address is required since the 
ham club has a special mailbox at 77058 - 
the Johnson Space Center special zip code. ) 
It was Fenner that wrote the original 2- 
meter hand held radio specifications for 
NASA. These specs were used by Motorola 
when building the ham transceiver that was 
carried aboard STS-9. 


BURTON GOES TO PRISON As mentioned in our 
last issue, Richard Burton ExWB6JAC, was 
sentenced to 18 months in federal prison for 
continued amateur operation after being 
stripped of his license. Burton was re- 
cently transferred from the Terminal Island 
holding facility in shackles and chains to 
another prison. Many believe the sentence 
too severe for operating ham radio without 

a license.

CBer, R.G. Church of Richmond, Virginea, 
recently paid a $1,000 fine for unlicensed 
Operation on a frequency outside the auth- 
orized Citizens Band channels. It marks 
the first major "forfeiture" assessed a CB 
radio operator since the service was deli- 
censed last year. CB operators, in effect, 
are licensed in that they operate under a 
new "blanket authority" and are considered 
unlicensed when operating with a modified 
or non-type accepted CB set, when operating 
with excessive power, when operating out-of - 
the-band or when causing interference to a 
third party while using excessive power. 
The penalties for these violations were 


dramatica increased when individual li- 
censes were eliminated.
